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Clubs  James  Barnes  Made  History 

Sydney,  the  world’s  wettest  capital  city,  turned  on  its  worst  weather  for  Tattersall’s  Club’s  James  Barnes  Plate  day 
on  Saturday,  May  18,  but  the  occasion  made  Turf  history  in  an  unexpected  manner. 

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  a  century  of  racing  at  Randwick,  weather  forced  the  abandonment  of  the  meeting 
after  four  races  had  been  decided,  leaving  three  events  undecided. 

Warwick  Farm,  Moorefield,  Kensington  and  Canterbury  had  had  similar  experiences  in  the  past,  but  never  before 
had  it  happened  at  Randwick,  headquarters  of  the  Turf. 


Still,  the  day  had  its  compensating 
factors. 

An  attendance  of  16.000  was  better 
than  might  have  been  expected  for  such 
an  unpropitious  day.  and  racegoers  saw 
Maidenhead  and  The  Dip  repeat  the 
Sydney  Cup  places  by  running  first  and 
second  in  the  feature  event,  the  James 
Barnes  Plate. 

Connections  and  racegoers  thought  the 
mile  and  a  quarter  would  prove  too 
short  for  Maidenhead.  She  had  not 
started  since  her  two-mile  Sydney  Cup 
success. 

Consequently,  there  was  a  startling 
price-drift  in  which  her  quotation  eased 
irom  11/2  to  14/1.  Connections  of  The 
Dip  were  also  uncertain  about  his  first 
start  after  more  than  a  month  interval 
from  the  Sydney  Cup.  The  Dip  opened 
at  4/1  and  the  boards  quoted  8/1  nearing 
the  end  of  betting.  The  result  proved 
that  the  price  drifts  notwithstanding,  you 
can't  keep  good  horses  down. 

Both  were  far  back  in  the  ruck  in 
early  stages  of  the  race.  The  Dip  was 
sixth  round  the  home  turn,  and  Maiden¬ 
head  seventh.  Maidenhead's  jockey,  A. 
Horn,  took  her  wide  to  the  extreme  out¬ 
side,  and  probably  this  won  the  day. 

There  is  a  high  ridge  along  Rand¬ 
wick  straight  which  drains  more  effec¬ 
tively  than  the  rest  of  the  track  and 
Maidenhead  found  this  ridge  and  raced 
away  to  an  eight  lengths  win.  The  Dip. 
floundering  under  his  9-9  nearer  the 
false  rail,  was  anchored,  but  gamely 
struggled  on  into  second  place,  with  Oak¬ 
land.  another  gallant  battler  under  his 
9-8.  in  third  place.  So  the  best  three 
stayers  surmounted  all  mud  difficulties 


and  filled  the  places,  while  the  light¬ 
weights  who  had  been  picked  because 
of  their  handicap  pull  were  conspicuous 
for  their  absence  from  the  fighting  line 
when  the  winning  post  loomed  up. 

For  an  unfancied  candidate.  Maiden¬ 
head's  run  was  remarkable.  She  won  the 
Sydney  Cup  with  only  7-4  on  her  back, 
including  4  lb.  overweight,  but  in  the 
James  Barnes  her  weight  had  risen  to 
8-6.  This  did  not  seem  to  bother  her, 
and  the  8-2  she  has  in  the  £20.000  Bris¬ 
bane  Cup  to  be  run  on  Monday,  June 
10.  should  give  her  excellent  prospects. 
She  is  a  remarkable  mare  who  keeps 
improving  with  age.  She  is  six  years 
old,  but  did  not  begin  racing  until  four, 
and  consequently  has  all  her  vitality 
stored  up  for  long-distance  racing  at  an 
age  when  most  mares  who  began  early 
are  on  their  way  out. 

The  Dip  is  only  four  years  old.  but  he, 
too,  has  been  lightly  raced,  and  con¬ 
sequently  continues  to  improve  with  age. 
The  Dip  is  handicapped  at  9-4  for  the 
Brisbane  Cup  and  is  so  fit  that  he  will 
again  take  a  ton  of  beating. 

Time  for  the  mile  and  a  quarter  in 
the  James  Barnes  was  2m  22  3- 10s.  This 
is  the  slowest  mile  and  a  quarter  in  his¬ 
tory  in  the  writer's  opinion,  and  affords 
an  indication  of  just  how  wet  Rand- 
wick's  course  proper  was  for  that  Sat¬ 
urday's  racing. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances,  it  looks 
as  if  the  Stewards  and  A.J.C.  Committee 
did  right  after  a  conference  in  their  de¬ 
cision  to  abandon  the  rest  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme.  The  decision  met  with  criti¬ 
cism.  but  if  the  officials  had  continued 
and  there  had  been  a  racing  smash, 
which  was  right  on  the  cards  with  the

course  under  water  in  parts,  there  would 
have  been  a  loud  outcry  in  which  offi¬ 
cials  would  have  faced  the  sole  blame. 

An  interesting  facet  of  the  day’s  racing 
was  the  success  of  a  two-year-old  aptly 
named  for  the  day,  Sailing  Prince  in  a 
stern  battle  with  Mustang  over  the  con¬ 
cluding  stages  of  the  gruelling  mile 
course.  Sailing  Prince  is  raced  by  one  of 
Sydney's  most  popular  turf  families.  He 
runs  in  the  nomination  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  J.  Bradshaw  and  their  daughter,  Mrs. 
J.  G.  Barnes.  Mrs.  Barnes  is  married  to 
a  son  of  the  late  James  Barnes,  for  whom 
the  feature  race  was  named,  so  it  was  a 
real  Barnes  day  —  just  what  the  Club 
could  have  wished  for  a  man  who  did 
so  much  to  put  Tattersall’s  Club  at  the 
pinnacle  of  all  Australian  social  con¬ 
cerns.

He  is  swimming  under  22  seconds  con¬ 
sistently,  but  anticipation  in  starting  in 
a  recent  race  cost  him  three  points  as 
the  check  starter  put  the  finger  on  him 
and  he  was  “outed.” 


An  interesting  and  very  welcome  new¬ 
comer  to  the  swimming  ranks  during  the 
month  was  Keith  Cross  who  is  best 
known  for  his  performances  as  an  inter¬ 
national  Rugby  Union  footballer  from 
Randwick  Club.  With  Keith  and  David 
Emanuel  we've  now  got  the  nucleus  of  a 
good  Union  side. 

Keith  has  had  a  couple  of  races  and 
in  his  second  attempt  he  swam  second  in 
the  final  to  Col.  Bowes.
